Reaction was mixed today to news 
that a state appellate court has 
halted construction on the Highway 
1 bypass. 
Work on the freeway east of 
Lompoc 
was officially 
halted 
yesterday as division of highways 
engineers complied with the court 
order. 
There was jubilance on the part 
of those who had opposed the 
freeway 
in a hardfought court 
battle; anger from a Lompoc man 
who has favored construction of the 
bypass; and a declaration of self 
confidence by one of the attorneys 
who 
represents the division of 
highways. 
The Court of Appeal, Second 
Appellate District, coupled its stay 
of construction with a date of Oct. 10 
for the division of highways to show 
cause why the ban on construction 
shouldn't be continued. 
The order by the court stated in 
part: 
“ It 
is 
clear 
that, 
if 
construction 
of 
the 
proposed 
freeway proceeds, damage, whether 
legally 
or 
illegally 
inflicted, 
necessarily 
will 
occur 
to 
the 
environment and ecology of Lompoc 
Valley.” Then in another context; 
“We conclude that the interests of 
the petitioners, and the interests 
they purport to serve, must take 
precedence over the claims of the 
real party interest.” The latter, 
“real party” is the state. 
Arnetta Crossman, chairman of 
PLUS, Preserve Lompoc's Unique 
Surroundings, had this to say in part: 
“We are pleased that the court saw 
fit to halt the destruction of our 
Valley while it decides on the 
rightness of our stand. We find it 
inconceivable that the state would 
go ahead and award the bid .... 
knowing that the decision would be 
appealed 
and

words. “If the average working man 
doesn’t wake up he’s going to be in a 
box. There'll be layoffs from work if 
ecology movement is carried too 
far. They wait until the contract is 
bid and awarded to express their 
opposition. I believe there must be a 
rabble-rouser arousing opposition to 
the freeway.” 
Lompoc Mayor E. C. Stevens said 
the issue is now in the courts and 
will be decided there. However, 
Stevens said it was unfortunate that 
a house that figures in the history of 
the Earl Calvert family was torn 
down only hours before the court 
issued its stay of construction order. 


Differing views were expressed in 
San Francisco today by Francis A. 
McEnaney one of the attorneys who 
represented the state division of 
highways in an 11-day court battle 
that saw the freeway proponents 
victorious. 
“The stay order was based on 
information given the courts by 
John and Pier Gherini and Bruce 
Sharpe attorneys representing the 
opponents and not on any pleading by 
use,’’ he said. “When they get all the 
facts, they’re going to say Judge 
Smith made a correct decision.” 
He said the response of the state 
to the appellate court’s request for 
information had been hampered by 
failure of the Gherini’s to provide all 
the material that had been sought on 
the background of the appeal filed 
by John Gherini. 
However, he declined to press the 
point. McEnaney was to talk to 
Sharpe this afternoon, and with

The source was identified as “ a form er FBI official of 25 
years experience.”

Duffy, 
advertising 
manager of the Laramie 
(Wyo. > Daily Boomerang, 
said the last shipment of 
newsprint for his newspaper 
arrived a week late because 
of 
strikes 
against 
paper 
m ills in Canada. 
“ We 
thought 
we 
were 
going to be in a real bind,” 
he said. 
John Lake, publisher of 
The St. Petersburg, Fla., 
Tim es Publishing Co., said 
the daily average of 200 
columns of news in the St. 
Petersburg Tim es and the 
Evening Independent could 
be cut to 130 columns.

protesters,

supervisors James L. Slater and Charles F. Catterlin along 
with a large majority ot residents of the area, made such a 
strong case that the commission voted later for a 
“ comprehensive plan'' to be drawn up preparatory to 
setting up “ spheres of influence " on behalf of various local 
governments throughout the county. 
Specifically, the commission in a 3-1 vote approved the 
city’s bid to annex the 120-acre Bueneman-Cavalletto 
property and highway corridor including the Santa Barbara 
Auto Center, listed as uninhabited property. 
But area residents from the Apple Grove, North View, 
Las Positas Valley and other unincorporated “ islands” and 
“ peninsulas” told the commission they feared the city 
would proceed later to annex their areas despite opposition 
from a majority of the residents. This could be done they 
said, either through provision sof a new bill pending before 
the Legislature, or by assessed valuation procedures by 
which

Four day week 


The four day week, viewed as the coming thing by some, 
has struck a reef as far as state government operations are 
concerned 
The plan, initiated in this country in a lew industrial 
plants, has experienced some success and growth in private 
industry. 
Basically, the 40 hour week is condensed into four 10 hour 
days The advantage to the worker is the three day 
weekend 
Some employers see 
various 
benetits to 
themselves 
In its development numerous adaptions have been tried 
such a seven day 70 hour week, followed by a week off On 
the other end of the spectrum has been a 3 day 30 hour week 
with four days off 
Reactions to the short work week has varied Some 
employers claim higher production and less absenteeism 
Others have found the long day too tiring for the workers. 
Labor union leaders generally are not inclined to the idea 
While a four day week would be attractive, providing there 
would be no pay reduction, they are inherently opposed to 
more than an eight hour day They worked too hard to get 
it. they say 
Some, more devious, appear to be going along with the 
thought in mind that when the four day week becomes 
universal, they can begin the campaign for an eight hour 
day all over again 
The 
four 
day 
week 
momentarily 
captured 
the 
imagination of state management and employes This was 
especially true in the Capital City where there is heavy 
traffic congestion, morning and night, as state workers 
wend their way to the job and home again 
About a year or so ago Governor Reagan authorized some 
experimentation with the short work week but “ only in 
situations where a cost benefit to the state can be 
demonstrated and no serious inequities or morals problems 
would be created” 
A number of agencies toyed with the plan Parks and 
Recreation tried it in selected situations The employes 
were about equally divided on the question But after a few 
months the plan was dropped 
And most others who 
experimented have abandoned the plan Officially it no 
longer is in operation 
Among the problems which arose were the question of 
holidays. Would a holiday be lost by reason of it? And of 
vacations and sick leave and how the work schedule 
affected those Then there was the big question of overtime 
after 8 hours It developed that, under federal law. certain 
workers would have to be credited with overtime while 
most others were not Here was an unanticipated inequity. 
Aside from the employe problems was the big question of 
what advantage was there to the public or the state to have 
employes on the job before and after the normal opening 
hours of state offices0 And how could one perform duties if 
they were dependent upon support from another agency 
whose hours did not conform? 
The longer shift, shorter week could work in offices not 
dealing directly with the public and not dependent upon 
other agencies. It might also work with agencies which 
operate aound the clock such as the Highway Patrol and the 
prisons and hospitals But the personnel problems involved 
seem too great for the moment to go forward with the 
adoption of short work week schedules.

contributions received before that date

The GAO’s Office of Federal Elections, 
which prepared the report, said the total 
amount of money received by all presiden­

There was little doubt that the total was 
a record for any election year in U.S.

The government auditors said the Nixon 
campaign received $37.6 million in gifts 
and $1 68 million in loans while McGovern 
received slightly more than $13 million in 
donations and another $8.3 million in loans.

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Senate to study gas 
contract with Standard 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Prompted by a controversial 
Standard Oil Co. letter to its stockholders, the Senate has 
called for a study of an alternative to the state's $40 million 
a year gasoline contract with a single supplier. 
Standard Oil currently holds the lucrative contract and 
has had it for 13 of the last 17 years, said Sen. Alan Robbins, 
D-North Hollywood, whose resolution (SCR75) requested 
the study. 
His measure calling for the study “to help eliminate the 
monopolistic tendency of the present contract” was 
approved on a 24-5 vote Thursday and sent to the Assembly. 
Robbins said state employes would find 
it more 
convenient and cheaper if they could buy gas at any 
participating station through a multicompany gasoline 
contract. 
The freshman senator said he would be “less than 
candid” if he did not acknowledge that one reason for the 
resolution was the controversial letter by Standard's 
President Otto N. Miller. As initially drafted, Robbins’ 
measure said the letter “ raises serious moral and ethical 
questions,” but any reference to the document was later 
amended out. 
Miller wrote the company’s 300,000 stockholders last 
month, urging “understanding of the aspirations of the 
Arab people.” The letter was widely interpreted as being 
anti-Israel and an attempt to influence U.S. foreign policy. 


C a lifo rn ia population up 


SACRAMENTO (UP I ) — California's population rose by 
223,000 between mid 1972 and the middle of this year to total 
20.7 million, the state’s Population Research Unit reported 


Thursday. 


Orange County recorded the largest increase of any 
county in the state, jumping from 1.54 million on July 1, 
1972. to 1.60 million last July 1. 
San Diego County had the second largest increase, from 
1.44 million July 1,1972, to 1.48 million this year. 
The third largest rise came in Santa Clara County, whose 
population increased from 1.13 million to 1.16 million. 
The research unit, part of the state Department of 
Finance, also said the populations of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco declined slightly over last year, “but by less than 
their respective declines of the preceding year.” 
The Los Angeles County population went from 7 million in 
1972 to 6.9 million this year.

WASHINGTON (NBA) 
In an effort to better understand the growing American 
interest in recreational vehicles for camping, my family has 
borrowed a 21-foot m otor home. It arrived last week, and we 
were all agog at its m am m oth size Parked m ajestically be­ 
side our station wagon, it created a bizarre contrast, it was 
as though our delicate Burmese cat had suddenly grown into 
an African elephant overnight We had to prune trees on both 
sides of the driveway to get it off the street and even then it 
was a tight squeeze 


The driver gave m e a quick instructional course in engi­ 
neering, explaining where to put the propane gas, how to 
man the water pump and how to activate the generator for 
independent luxury camping After he departed, with what 
seem ed like im m ense relief, we were joined by a sw arm of 
neighborhood children, and we buzzed over the van like ho­ 
neybees in a fertile field of clover 


At the end of an hour, feeling like we knew every chrom e 
crack and cranny of the motor home, we withdrew to sit on 
the front steps to look at the outside. “ You know. Mom, it 
looks like a robot,” one of my awestruck sons said “The big 
sq u a re window s a re th e ey es; the g rill is the m outh; and 
that TV antenna on the top is the sensor 


The Robot had a definite personality with its large vapid 
eyes rimmed with long m etallic window-washer eye lashes. 
Its grill was set in a perm anent but tight smile. Actually, 
when you got used to it, the Robot seem ed alm ost friendly 


By the time we had dredged up courage to go out for our 
first drive, I had — true to form — forgotten the intricate 
series of switch-flips that turned the gasoline-powered, one- 
room efficiency apartm ent into a vibrating, pumping home 
It took 40 minutes just to get the air-conditioning stoked up 
but finally, we w ere off

I was convinced 
that he needed a navigator, being seven feet from the pave­ 
ment in a vehicle that could easily hold its own with a G rey­ 
hound bus 


The children rankled me further They were continually 
cranking levers, opening draw ers and punching m ysterious 
buttons that blinked red warning lights at me 


When I first considered the sheer size of the Robot, I an­ 
ticipated. at the very least, a smooth sleek ride But our Fan 
m otor home creaked and squeaked along Connecticut Ave­ 
nue. sounding like a brand new pair of Mexican huaraches 
• Think what it will sound like when we get the dishes and 
pots packed?” one of my sons com m ented drily. 


We crept along the road, heading for the open M aryland 
countryside We tested the braking tim e and practiced lining 
the van up with the yellow center line, using the large bifo­

Im patient cars lined up behind us 
on the narrow country lane and my palm s began to sweat. 


Once 1 got the hang of steering my Robot. I expanded my 
problem s with m ore or less imaginary obstacles 
What do I 
do if we come to a tunnel'’” I fretted 


I had been warned by the factory representative that with 
the 11-foot clearance, tunnels should be by-passed The fear 
of facing such a hazard caused me to im m ediately elim inate 
all of New England's covered bridge territory from our pro­ 
spective travel route 


No tunnels in sight, we sailed down the highway, drawing 
a toot and a wave from a passing Winnebago We w ere all 
m em bers of a special fraternity, I realized We answered the 
other vehicle with the Robot's em barrassing soprano horn. 


By the tim e we headed for home, I found myself enjoying 
the swaying, alm ost hypnotic ride I felt powerful, sitting on 
my highway throne, gazing disdainfully down at all the ant- 
like cars with their cram ped practicality It was a superior 
feeling, knowing that we were traveling in a totally self-suf­

Glass quest on 


Land p r o s p e c t o r s are 
sharpening their shovels now 
that good weather is here. 
They aren’t h u n t i n g for 
precious metals. Their quest 
is for glass. 
Prospector Larry Keller is 
a beginning bottle collector. 
Yet. with his enthusiasm and 
ingenuity, he is well on the 
way to building a good and 
valuable collection. 
At the same time, he is 
helping his wife Cathy start 
a collection of small per­ 
fume and cosmetic bottles. 
This is being done at a 
minimum of cost, according 
to Keller, who explained that 
he had purchased only one 
or two bottles of the many

fill areas 
The area to be explored is 
staked out and the digging 
begins. Most often bottles 
can be found just below the 
earth’s surface, 
but 
you 
might have to dig as deep as 
four feet to find anything. 
What kind of bottles do you 
look for? Surprisingly, al­ 
most any old bottle is col­ 
lectible. The secret is to 
know the marks of age. 
The K e l l e r s have not 
skipped their homework and

he displays. The remainder 
have been found by prospect­ 
ing and trading with other 
prospectors. 
Before b e g i n n i n g their 
prospecting the couple stud­ 
ied their city’s history and 
growth pattern. This enabled 
them to select the most prob­ 
able site for profitable pros­ 
pecting. 
As with most prospectors, 
Mr. Keller was reluctant to 
reveal his locations but was 
enthusiastic to share his ex­ 
periences. 
Once he chooses a site he 
uses a metal dector to pin­ 
point the exact location for 
his excavations. The theory 
“ where there is metal you 
will also find glass” is pretty 
well proven. So, you look for 
old dumps and newer land- 


brary of reference material 
to help with identification. 
In many fields of collecting 
it is the craftsman’s skill 
and artistic merit that deter­ 
mines the value of an item. 
In the bottle collecting field 
this is not true. Bottles were 
made for commercial pur­ 
poses. to be used and then 
discarded. 11 it were possible 
to count the number of bot­ 
tles made, even in the past 
century, the figure would be 
astronomical. 
However, age, rarity, con­ 
dition. shape and color are 
the determining factors in 
evaluating bottles. Dark pur­ 
ple and amber glass bottles 
are considered the best with 
milk white and cobalt blue 
lanking second in worth.

The number one killer 
of children is parents 


By Joanne and Lew Koch 


We used to pity children who were victims of child abuse. 
W’e even felt sorry for the child abuser. Both abused and 
abuser were clearly a different breed from ourselves, safely 
separated from us by racial and economic barriers, by psy­ 
chological disorders limited to a few unfortunate families. 
We were dead wrong. 
Child abuse is not a small problem. We have learned that 
more children are killed by their parents each year than by 
any one disease. Between 50.000 and 200,000 children each 
year suffer physical abuse. Only one of every two survive 
the battering. Those who do survive are likely to become 
battering parents or hard core criminals. 
We had mistakenly believed that the battering of babies 
was a problem confined to poor, underprivileged minorities. 
We learned that the epidemic rate at which parents in this 
country are beating, maiming and killing their children in­ 
cludes whites and blacks, rich and poor. Protestants. Catho­ 
lics and Jews. 


True, a greater number of poor parents are “ booked” for 
child abuse, but this fact distorts the situation. Middle-class 
and rich parents can afford private pediatricians, some of 
whom ignore symptoms that point to blatant child abuse. 
Many of those treating middle-class battered children are 
afraid to accuse their bill-paying parents of actually perpe­ 
trating such horrendous acts. Such a charge may mean legal 
entaglements. bad publicity, trouble. 
It’s easier to avoid looking the parents in the eye and to 
continue stitching the child's scalp or mending his broken 
arm. 
Those doctors and psychiatrists who are concerned and 
knowledgeable about the problem say there are many rea­ 
sons parents beat their children. Most abusing parents were 
not loved when they were children. Many were themselves 
beaten. 


Abusing parents tend to have unreasonable expectations, 
demanding that a seventeen-month-old behave like a seven- 
year-old. They often regard misbehavior as a sign of their 
own rejection, a reminder of their inferiority as parents and 
as people. 
When their children fail to give them the kind of love they 
need, the kind of obedience they expect — the pattern of 
their own childhood is repeated. 
But that still puts abusing parents in that separate "unfor­ 
tunate’’ category, because they experience feelings of rage 
toward their children — unless we admit that at least once, 
we ourselves have felt an impulse toward child abuse. 
The fact is that all parents at one time or another have 
felt such impulses. The battering parents can't control the 
impulse. We “ normal’’ parents restrain ourselves, and then 
feel too guilty to admit there was even the most fleeting de­ 
sire to punch toddling Melissa right in the kisser. 
Yet we must own up. or the latest child abuse legislation 
will fall on deaf ears while the bodies pile up. 
Most of us feel so guilty about our own occasional impul­ 
ses to abuse our children, we deny the impulses altogether. 
This denial prevents us from facing the ugly, but very urgent 
need, for this legislation. 
As long as we refuse to admit our own guilty feelings, 
there will be no protection beyond our remote pity for all the 
small bruised faces with injured eyes, asking “ Why me?”

The press confab 


President Richard Nixon held his first 
press conference in more than five months 
this week and we frankly feel that it was to 
his disadvantage that he has not held them 
more often. 
The press conference format may not be 
the 
best 
format 
for 
communication 
between the President and the American 
citizen, but it is the only one we have. 
During the past many, many months of 
trial and tribulation for President Nixon 
and his administration, it is sad that he 
chose not to employ the conference format 
on a regular basis rather than the prepared 
speech. 
President Nixon faced some mighty 
tough questions from the capilol press 
corps. We felt that many of his questions, 
particularly in regard to Watergate, were 
answered in combative tone. He appeared 
to be strongly resolved that the entire 
matter of Watergate is past history and

the continued and persistent questioning 
was a devastating annoyance and a 
detriment to his ability to govern. 
Watergate is certainly not past history. 
It will te with President Nixon and the 
American public for some time to come as 
the Senate investigation and the special 
i nv e s t i g a t io n 
conti nues 
without 
conclusion. 


President Nixon would have done well 
had he spelled out what measures can be 
taken to assure the American public that 
such a scandal can never occur again. 
Perhaps if he exposed himself more 
regularly to the press conference, such a 
program can be elicited from the chief 
executive. 
Meanwhile, 
we believe his 
ability to govern can be strengthened by 
the regular give:and-take rapport with 
the American public through the press 
conference.

Washington — In his last year and 
a half in office Lyndon Johnson as a

Military

Vietnam and the expansion of the 
war in South Vietnam, this was the 
arena where he could hopefully get 
applause

protesters 
would be at a minimum. 
That 
is 
a 
dis­ 
maying 
precedent 
for President Rich­ 
ard Nixon who has 
three 
and 
a 
half 
years 
to 
go. 
He 
chose for his first 
appearance 
after 
his 
televised 
ad­ 
dress the national 
convention 
of 
the 
Veterans of Foreign 
W a r s 
in 
N e w 
Orleans. 
Sounding 
a 
clarion 
call 
to 
patriotism, coupled with an appeal 
for help against those who would 
exploit Watergate to interfere with 
his responsibilities to the nation and 
the world, he could anticipate a 
roaring response. Here, too, was a 
precedent that finally found its way 
to the courts. 
When 
the 
President 
went 
to 
Charlotte, N.C., for “ Billy Graham 
Day” his mission in behalf of his 
great friend had been carefully 
plotted. A memorandum introduced 
in 
th e 
E r v i n 
C o m m i t t e e 
investigation told of the threat of 
violent protests and demonstrations 
to disrupt the celebration. On this 
memorandum H. R. Haldeman, then 
one of the President’s two chief 
lieutenants, had written “great” 
and “good.” 
“ Did you really think that these 
demonstrators were subversives?” 
Sen. 
L ow ell 
W eicker 
asked 
Haldeman. 
“That was the information I had,” 
he replied. 
At the rally in Charlotte strong- 
arm tactics were used against young 
people, some of them with long hair, 
som e 
passing 
out 
pam phlets, 
“ Nixon is a sinner.” Fourteen young 
people brought suit for dam ages 
charging they had been assaulted 
and deprived of their civil rights. In 
a remarkable opinion Unisted States 
District Judge Jam es B. McMillan 
spelled out in detail the bully-boy 
tactics 
used 
against 
the 
young 
protesters and ordered the case to 
trial on Its merits. 


The chief 
bully boy was Ernie 
Helms of the Veterans of Foreign 


Wars 
with 
a 
build, 
as 
Judge 
McMillan put it, like a Washington 
Redskins tackle. He seem ed as chief 
bouncer 
to 
be 
coordinating 
the 
efforts of the army of Secret Service 
agents sent into Charlotte. Called to 
testify in the suit he refused, citing 
the 
fifth 
amendment 
privilege 
against self- incrimination. 
In 
his 
62-page 
opinion 
Judge 
McMillan 
found 
that 
the young 
people were no threat whatsoever to 
the 
President. 
Although 
they 
carried no weapons of any kind and 
for the m ost part were circum spect 
in their behavior, they were hustled 
out of the hall even when they had 
been admitted with bona fide tickets 
of 
adm ission. 
Under 
H elm s’s 
direction 
these 
tickets 
w ere 
declared counterfeit and the young 
shoved back out. 
The Charlotte 
police and 
the 
Secret 
Service 
agents. 
Judge 
McMillan found, “ participated in a 
wholesale assault upon the civil 
rights and liberties of numerous 
citizens, in violation of the first, 
fourth, 
fifth 
and 
fourteenth 
amendments to the constitution.” 
Secrecy in government, refusal to 
account to oppressed citizens for 
actions they suffered, is a way, the 
Judge wrote, to breed tyranny. 


One of the few public addresses 
the president has made in the past 
three months was in late May when 
he spoke to the prisoners of war 
returned from Vietnam. Touching a 
half dozen patriotic them es he drew 
cheers and applause. The crescendo 
cam e when he said, “ I think it is 
time in this country to quit making 
national heroes of those who steal 
secrets and publish them in the 
newspapers. 
As he stated in the supplement to 
his W atergate television address he 
had known as early as March 17 — 
rather than March 21 as he had 
previously stated — that the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist 
had 
been 
broken 
into 
by 
the 
“plumbers.” 
So 
in 
denouncing 
Ellsberg without using his name in 
his talk to the prisoners of war he 
chose to ignore the fact of an illegal 
act to try to convict the alleged thief 
of secret papers. 
“ Bring 
us 
together” 
was 
the 
slogan 
Nixon picked up on the 
campaign trail in 1968. He may 
buttress his position with the right 
wing by the loud patriotic them e 
with its echo of the communist 
hunter of the past. But this will not 
help to unite a deeply divided and 
doubting country.

Too little, too late 


WASHINGTON - Can the legal 
system and lawyers be reformed 
from within or chiefly from without 
by an increasingly impatient and 
outraged public? 
Earlier this month, we held a 
conference in Washington entitled 
“ Verdict on Lawyers” to discuss 
this and other questions relating to 
the popular criticism of lawyers 
these days. A few bloc*ks away, the 
v e n e r a b l e 
A m e r i c a n 
B a r 
Association 
hosted 
nearly 
10,000 
lawyers at their annual convention 
to discuss their business under the 
guise of public service exhortations 
and 
sm ooth 
public 
relations 
handouts. 
Speakers at our 
conference talked a 
good deal about how 
attorneys 
flee ce 
their custom ers and 
how difficult It is 
for most Americans 
- poor and middle 
class 
to use the 
courts and agencies 
which decide who 
g e t s 
j u s t i c e . 
Repeatedly, 
l a w y e r s 
w e r e 
s c o r e d 
f o r 
p r o m o t i n g 
and 
defending a .system 
which 
ad va nc e s 
l awyers 
at 
the 
e x p e n s e 
of 
consumers. 
Exam ples to illustrate their points 
were not lacking For years, people 
have 
been 
complaining 
bitterly 
about high legal costs, shocking 
delays, incompetence and outright 
m alfeasance by attorneys. From the 
shocking abuses of probate court 
practice to the gross inefficiencies 


of personal injury practice, many 
lawyers have been benefiting and 
not reforming these trangressions of 
justice. 
Where lawyers are not available 
— either becau.se the consumer is 
too poor or becau.se the lawyers 
aren’t interested in taking cases 
because 
they

lucrative 
enough or too challenging to the 
p o w e r f u l 
in

the people’s rights 
are

For 
if 
Americans have legal right which 
require lawyers to put them into 
operation it follows that not being 
able to obtain a lawyer can shut 
people out of their own legal system 
Over

Bar 
Association I ABA I meetings, the 
tone would have bi*en ‘business as 
usual’ 
were 
it 
not 
for 
the 
embarrassment caused by so many 
lawyers 
being 
involved

the 
Watergate corruption. There were 
hundreds

the 
num erous 
ABA
